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AN AMUSING MATRIMONIAL HOAX. 

How a Glasgow Merchant was Im- 
posed Upon— Searching After a 
Wife in Manchester.

III spite of tho many exposures of 
applicants for the marriage state 
through advertisements, and tho hoax 
which is so often played upon them, 
another dupe has been found in Man- 
chester iu the person of a Glasgow 
merchant. It appears that some few 
weeks ago an advertisement appeared 
iu the columns of tho "Manchester 
Examiner" and "Times" of a certain 
"middle-aged gentleman who would 
like to correspond with a lady of high- 
ly respectablo parentage, with a view 
to matrimony. A photo required, 
which would bo honorably returned." 
So read tho advertisement of the wifo- 
seoker, and in connection with it a 
number of young "gontlomeu" met at 
one of the Manchester hotels, and thoy 
decided to engage tho services of sev- 
eral amateur actors and actresses to 
carry tho hoax into effect. A Miss 
Slier bourne, of Loudon, was employed 
to carry on tho correspondence, and 
in answer to her letter tho advertisor 
forwarded the following: 

Glasgow, Oct. 2, 1876. _ 

My Dear: I am pleased to note in 
your letter that you trust this affair is 
not a hoax. I pledge my word as a 
gentleman of the most honourable 
Scottish birth, and holding one of the 
highest positions in commercial circles 
aa a merchant iu this city , that I shall 
treat your correspondence honorably, 
hoping the day is not far distant when 
I may claim you as my wife. I have 
had twenty-throo applications to my 
advertisement, but I fear many of 
them were jokes, and your wish is no 
greater than my own that this shall bo 
a "bona fide" "transaction," if such 
can bo said of our correspondence." 
The letter went on to stato the largo 
amount of money the writer was 
worth. "His independency had been 
gained, and ho only waited for a wife 
to crown his joys." Several letters 
passed on each sido, which were al- 
ways addressed to tho Post office 
and eventually, tho merchant boing 
convinced of the earnestness of Miss 
Sherbourno in tho matter, proposed to 
moot her in Manchester, and after a 
week's stay in tho city ho suggested 
that they should got married. The 
young lady replied that she and her 
father would bo most happy to meet 
him, and arranged that his visit should 
ho on Saturday last. An amateur actor 
Mr. J. Stoddard, of Manchester, had 
boon engaged to personate old Mr. 
SUerbourne, and on Saturday last tho pair 
awaited at tho Victoria Railway station the 
arrival of the Glasgow merchautJA 
signal of recognition having been 
previously given, tho parties wore soon 
together and safely soatod in a wag- 
gouetto, which was waiting outside 
the station gates. Tho would-be 
husband appeared to bo a gentleman 
of about forty-six, of good appear 
anco, and was accompanied by i 
confidential valet, who seemed to look 
with groat suspicion upon tho "vener- 
able old gentleman and his lovely 
daughter," as tho merchant styled 
them. An adjournment was made to 
tho Queen's Hotel, and after a few of 
tbo sights of tho city had been soeu, 
it was suggestod that they should 
"homeward fly," which was accordingly 
douo. Iu u short time tho merchant 
was safely desposited at tho supposed 
residenoe of the Shorbournes, in 
Plymouth Grove, near Longsight. 
Hero tho gay party received a cordial 
welcome'from some twenty "guests," 
who had assembled to moot them, and 
every thing passed on very smooth- 
ly until after dinner. Tho advertisor 
proposed tho health of Mr. Sherbourno 
in a very flattering manner; as it was 
been arranged that the fun of the 
evening should commence at tho juncture 
Mr. Sherbourne, instead of replying, 
throw oil' his disguise, much to the in- 
tense amusement of tho company and 
tho dismay of tho merchant, who 
accused thoso present of being unfit 
to iuovo in tho circles of life to which 
they soomod to belong. if it was 
money thoy wanted ho would give it 
to thorn, and threw on tho table somo 
§80. lie then mado for tho door, but 
this was found to lie fast, and as ho 
stood near uttering vengeance against 
all, a Htring was pulled, overbalancing 
a large quantity of flour from off a 
sholf on the top of t ho door, and which 
completely covered tho unfortunate 



Scotchman. He picked up his hat— 
into which had previously been poured 
somo paraffine oil— and as he placed 
it upon his head tho oil streamed down 
his face and neck. While mediating, 
over tho bost modo of escape a bag of 
flour sulphur was emptied over his 
head, which changed his appearance 
considerably. In this .stato ho was 
allowed to leavo tho house, hut was 
greeted ousido by a number of young 
men with small parcels of soot, and 
rotten eggs wore not forgotten. Be- 
fore being permitted to escape, his 
faco was rubbed with treacle which, 
when combined with tho Hour, sulphur, 
and paralhno, made his features pre- 
sent a novel appearance. Tho valet 
came in for a share of the treacle, soot, 
&c, and as thoy made their exit from 
tho grovo both more looked like mdinbers 
of the 'Christy Minstrels' in evening 
dress than a merchant and valet."

Yesterday His Excellency the Gover- 
nor-General returned to Ottawa, after hfs 
visit to tho extreme western limit of the 
Dominion. Everywhere he has been 
enthusiastically received, although thu 
enthusiasm, in one place particularly, 
was, doubtless, somewhat cooled by his 
unwilingness, either tacitly or otherwise, 
to give pledges which worn not within 
his province tooffer, and which, moreover, 
it was exceedingly iJl-tiined to demand 
from him. Wo have .spoken of a tacit 
giving of pledges which would undoubt- 
edly have been tho construction placed 
upon his acceptance of the address of tho 
people of Victoria, taking, of course, all 
tho circumstances of tho ease into con- 
sideration. Earl Dufferin subsequently, 
however, in a most masterly address, 
delivered prior to his departure from the 
Province, set beforo the people the facts 
of tho case in his address to the people of 
Victoria. His Excellency did not restrict 
himsolf to a mere assertion of hisopioions, 
He took up himself to assure the British 
Columbiana that thoy had no better friend 
haii Mr. Mackenzie, and to pledge his 
own personal honour that tho Premier, 
iu the matter of tho Esquinialt-Nauanno 
branch, had acted towards thorn with tho 
most perfect sincerity. Earl Dufferin 
would not have gone so far had he not 
perfect conalsance de cause. Ho has un- 
doubtedly examined and enquired into 
the subject most carefully, and, for the 
reasons wo have, his assurances— and they 
arc assurances as to facts — should havo 
been unhesitatingly accepted. Without 
exception, Canadians honour and respect 
the Governor General, but, unfortunately 
those who havo been tbo loudest in their 
protestations of a respect which we are 
assured they entertain, are those who 
havo endeavoured to qualify his unquali- 
fied aunouncomouts. Even in tho neigh- 
boring Republic he is hold in tho highest 
estoom, and of this, no bettor proof could 
have been given than tho imposing way 
in which the representatives of all nations 
received his recent visit to the Centennial. 
We would desire to join ourOttawa friends 
in tho sentiments which impelled them 
publicly to receive Earl Dufferin, and we 
may express the hope that his continu- 
ance among us may be still further pro- 
longed, and that as in the past we may 
benefit by his talents, his influence, and 
above all his keen insight into everything 
that is Canadian. As Dr. Sweetland 
said at a mooting of the citizens of Ottawa, 
on Friday last, his services to the Domin- 
ion have been without parallel, and if we 
only take into consideration what he lias 
accomplished as an immigration agent 
iu tho old country, when a man of his 
ability, his high rank, character and 
standing as a man of letters, could not 
fail of attracting attention to Canada, its 
resources and wants, His Excellency is 
entitled to tho gratitude of the people of 
this country.

The English Pre33 on Lord Dufferins'

"Wo have before us tbo full report of 
the speech delivered by Lord Dufferin on 
the 20th of September in the Government 
Hou^o at Victoria the capital of Vancou- 
ver Island. It is very clover and a very 
elaborate performance — perhaps souo 
might say too clovor and too elaborate. It 
is not a defence, as Lord Dufferin repeat- 
edly aasured his hearers, of dio conduct 
of tho Canadian Government, but an at- 
tempt from the point of view of Imperial 
interests, and holding an equal balance 
betweon provincial pretensions, to make 
tho best of unpleasant facts. Wo are sor- 
ry to say that tho best is very bad indeed. 
While wo fully admit tho excellence of 
Lord Dufferin's intensions, and tho co- 
goncy of a great part of his reasoning, wo 
do not think it likely that he has convinc- 
ed tho people of British Columbia that 
they have not been ill treated or that they 
ought to submit to tho ill-treatment. The 
gist of Lord DuiVoriu's argument is to 
provo that tho grievances of which the 
peoplo of British Columbia complain, 
howover serious, aro irremediable; and 
that in tho absence of any redress tho 
colonists will do well to accept whatever 
tho Canadian Government may choose to 
oll'or them. Ho was not able to hold out 
tho least hopo that the latest terms suggest- 
ed by the Ottawa Cabinet will bo improv- 
ed upon. His survey of the situation, 
though taken from the point of view of 
an impartial measurer of facts, bears out 
indirectly tho cynical contention of the 
Canadians that " British Columbia must 
yiold in the long run because tho Pacific 
Province is politically powerless in Do- 
minion affairs, and because tho Imperial 
Government is constitutionally bound not 
to interfere, oxcept by advice that may he 
safely disregarded, hi Canadian politics. 
Lord Duffarin may bo right in strongly 
insisting upon tho' latter point, any mis- 
take as to which would inevitably beget 
unreasonable hopes and subsequent dis- 
uppoiutmoDt. But, in his desire to com 
pose tho exciisu passions of tho British 
Columbians, ho has laid down, we think, 
some questionable doctrines of political 
responsibility. 

It is satisfactory to seo that Lord Dull 
erin gives no countenance to the ignorant 
and impertinent depreciation with which 
some Canadian politicians have lately 
•written or spoken about the Pacific Pro 
vince and the Transcontinental railway 
"I may frankly tell you,'" he said, "that 
think British Columbia a glorious Pro 
vince, which Canada should be proud to 
possess, and whose association with the 
Dominion she ought to regard as thr 
crowning triumph of Federation." Hi 
scarcely found words to express his admi 
ration at the agricultural and pastoral ca 
pabilities, the mineral wealth, tho Bplon 
did timber forests, and tho wonderful in 
dented coast lino, equally remarkable for 
its commercial facilities and its pictur- 
esque beauties— in short, at the outire 
character of the country. Yet these un- 
surpassed resources. Lord Dufferin con- 
fessed, whore andmuBt remain "of com- 
paratively little use" while tho colony 
continued to bo "locked up in a distant 
and at present inaccessible corner of tho 
Dominion." Vast would bo tho change 
"were the railway, upon tho construction 
of which you (the colonists) naturally 
counted when you entered into tho Con 
federation, once completed." This refer- 
ence brought Lord Dufferin up the ques- 
tions at issue between the colonists and 
tho Dominion Government, and disclaim- 
ing any mission or authority to make or 
renew any promises, he went on to ex- 
plain, from his porsonal knowledge of the 
facts, how it happened that the original 
railway scheme fell to tho ground. We 
pass over this part of Lord Dufferin's sur- 
vey, because it is, and was then, super- 
fluous and out of date. The failure of the 
Canadian Government to fultil its engage 
ment was publicly confessed, and was 
condoned by the acceptance of tho "Car- 
narvon Compromise" in substitution. It 
is upon tho compromise and its fat-.! that 
tho present controversy exclusively tarns. 
For tho terms of the compromise, as Lord 
Dufferin reminds us, Lord Carnarvon was 
not responsible any further than that he 
ratified them as arbitrator; their author 
was Mr. Mackenzie, the Canadian Premier 
himself. In particular he was the deviser 
of that offer of the Esquimalt rail 
way as tho consideration for the accept- 
ance of a revised arrangement by British 
Columbia, which hus since been repudiat- 
ed by Mr. Mackenzie's Government. At 
length Lord Dufferin approached the 
subject of this repudiation, which is the 
central griovuncc of the British Colum- 
biana. Ho professed that ho had no claim 
to dofond Mr. Mackenzie, but he present- 
ed an explanation of the circumstances, 
which wo could wish tho colonists had 
been able to accept. For our own part, 
wo must confess that wo consider it not 
merely inadmissible but mischievous, as 
establishing an unsound principle and an 
evil precedent in the political practice of 
confederated colonies. 

Of tho Esquimalt railway Lord Duf- 
ferin says: — "I am well aware of the 
extraordinary importance you attach to 
this work, and, of course, I am perfectly 
ready to admit that its immediate execu- 
tion was promised to you in the most 
definite and absolute manner under Lord 
Carnarvon's arbitration. * * * Two 
years have passed since tho Canadian 
Government undertook to oommence the 
construction of this railway, audit is not 
oven commenced, and, what is more, 
t ore does not at present seem a prospect 
o its being commenced." This is Lord 
Dufferin's clear description of what Brit- 
ish Columbia donouneos as a breach of 
faith. But, according to Lord Dufferin, 
there lias been no breach of faith at all; 
for Mr. Mackenzie lost no time in bring- 
ing forward tho Railway Bill, and carried 
it through the House of Commons at 
Ottawa, though it was thrown in Hid 
Sonato, in which tho Opposition have tho 
majority. Therefore it should be con- 
sidered that Mr. Mackenzie, having 
attempted to fulfil the condition which 
was tho consideration .if ths "Carnarvon 
Compromise", should bo regarded as hav- 
ing fulfilled it. Taking this view, Lord 
Dufferin assures the peoplo of British 
Columbia in so many words that "at this 
moment every single item of tho Carnar- 
von terms is in course of fulfilment"— a 
B'at'immt which, with ro-pect lo the 
Esquimalt railway, must manifestly be 
used in a non-natural sens\ Tho British 
Columbians doclino to accept tho sum 
offered (contingently) by the Canadian 



Government in lieu of tho railway, on tho 
ground that it id little more than one- 
third of tho probable cost of tho promised 
line. The objection is an intelligible ono. 
A buys a horso from B aud gives B a 
cheque for £50. B presents tho cheque 
and finds that tho bank' refuses payment; 
ho remonstrates with A, who says, "I will 
give you ten sovereigns that I happen to 
have in my pockot if you aro content 
to cry quits; take- the money or leave it: 
I keep the horso." We should say that a 
jurisprudence which afforded no remedy 
for such a wrong was scandalously de- 
fective; yet tho Canadian policy makes 
such wrongs possible. It is no answer to 
say that Mr. Muckenzie is free from blame, 
that he has done his best; British Colum- 
bia had no porsonal contract with Mr. 
Mackenzie, but with tho responsible and 
accredited agent of tho Government ami 
people of tho Dominion. Tho public faith 
was pledged to the exocution of tho terms 
which Lord Carnarvon had affirmed us ar- 
bitrator. It is not enough for Lord Duf- 
ferin to tell tho British Columbians, "Bo 
angry with tho Senate if you like, but not 
with Mr. Mackenzie, and unluckily your 
anger against the Benate must be useless, 
for it can neither be punished by a dis- 
solution, nor leavened by the election of 
additional members." Tho character of 
tho whole Dominion is at stake, and tho 
blame cannot bo laid exclusively upon 
tho Senate. For Lord Dufferin is con- 
strained to admit that Mr. Mackenzie is 
precluded by tho state of public opinion 
from taking the most obvious means of 
immediately clearing himself from the 
suspicion of desiring tbo defeat of the 
measure bound up with his honor. Lord 
Dufferin says, "Canada at large, whether 
rightly or wrongly, has unmistakably 
shown its approval of the vote of the Se- 
nate." Therefore not tho Senate alone, 
but "Canada at large," is responsible for 
the breach of faith with British Columbia. 
In such a stato of thiugs what course 
would a Miuistor of spirit pursue, when 
ho found his agency in a formal contract 
repudiated by the people and the Legis- 
lature for whom ho had been acting? A 
prompt resignation might have vindicated 
his personal honour, and given the coun- 
try room for reflection. But Mr. Mac 
kenzio did not resign, and, if ho had, 
Lord Dufferin says he could hardly, for 
reasons of public convenience, havo ac- 
cepted his resignation. Are wo to accept 
this precedent of tho repudiation of min- 
isterial agency in a national contract as a 
now development of constitutional prin- 
ciples? It would have amazed and pain- 
ed English stato. men of a former genera- 
tion, and we can imagine with what vi- 
gor the robust integrity of Lord Althorp 
would have rejected it. But those who 
deal with tho public men of tho colonies 
must remember especially, in striking 
bargains, that in different societies differ- 
ent standards of morality aud dignity are 
applied to tho facts of life. 

Tho Daily News remarks:— Lord Duf- 
ferin has been traveling in British Col- 
umbia, and is greatly delighted with what 
ho saw. If the colonists were not before 
very proud of their young country, they 
must be so after listening to tho compli- 
ments neatly turned, if slightly florid, 
which the Govoruor-Goneral of Canada 
paid it on tho occasion of his visit to Vic- 
toria. He has traversed this noble land 
from tho southernmost point to Alaska. 
Ho bus threaded not a few of its intermin- 
able labyrinths of wuter lanes and reach- 
es, and perfect harbors built by nature, 
which hold out tho promise of commer- 
cial prosperity and maritime wealth in 
the fu.uro. Everywhere in his wander- 
ings ho found u pleasant, nay "a glor- 
ious" land. He praised tho mountains, 
and valleys, and harbors with ships and 
without ships, tho marvellous forests and 
their denizens; we do not know many 
objects, natural or artificial, which es- 
caped his comprehensive praise. Perhaps 
passages of this lavish eulogy might re- 
call to some minds a certain speech of 
Daniel Webster, who had once occasion 
to address the citizen* of a small we.itei n 
town, and who did not on the spur of the 
moment recollect anything redounding 
to its honor. Reminded that it had a con- 
siderable waterfall, he showed with much 
force that ancient Athens and Home had 
mi such waterfalls in their immediate 
vicinity, and argued that a community so 
privileged could never decline. Had Lord 
Dufferin's eloquent descriptions of Col- 
umbian scenery or his pictures of its 
boundless undeveloped resources stood 
alone, wo should have been forced 
to own the likeness. But they were the 
preface to more important matter. They 
ushered in, rather gracefully ami dexter- 
ously, a frank explanation with respect 
to a burning question, which will not, we 
hope, bo without some effect in persuad- 
ing Columbians to sot asido or abate cer- 
tain powerful prejudices against Some 
statesmen of Lh. Dominion. We do not 
indeed suppose that Lord Dufferin's 
speech will convince the Columbians that 
they havo not been wronged, or that it 
will put an end to the secession agita- 
tion. Ho could not, and did not try to 
explain away all tho grievances, which 
the peoplo of British Columbia fancy that, 
they have against Canada. His compli- 
ments to their mountains and forests aro 
not likely to persuade them that they 
have not been repeatedly deceived; and 
perhaps the utmost that tho Governor- 
General's frank speech is likely to do is 
to induce them to believe that SOtllS 
charges affecting Lord Carnarvon and 
Lord Dufferin are unfair. * * * 
Lord Dufferin could not but admit that 
tho dissatisfaction with the conduct of the 
Dominion was not unnatural. A country 
like Columbia, with vast resources, but 
cutoff by an intervening waste from|those 
with whom it is politically united, has 
peculiar need of a Railway. When it 
entered tho Confederation, it counted up- 
on obtaining that which is so much re- 
quired; and it is only human that tho 
Columbians should be disappointed when 
they find that Confederation has not 
iro'ught what they expectod to get by it. 
Lord Dufferin admitted that Canada bad 
not, in point of fact, fulfilled her treaty 
engagement. Canada had undertaken to 
secure tho commencement atjboth ends of 
a railway to connect tho seaboard of Brit- 
ish Columbia with tho railway system of 
tho Dominion. As originally agreed 
upon, the work was to be begun within two 
years of the date of tho Union, and had to 
completed within ten; and though five 
of the ten had olapsod. not a spado had 
been put into the ground. Many of the 
Columbians have said that this was bad 
faith, others havo more plainly declared 
that they were induced to enter tho Con- 
federation by a carefully concerted fraud, 
aud that they ought to resent with spirit 
the gross deception practised upon them. 
Somo have said that it was hopeless to 
expect any earnest anxiety on the part of 
Canada to make good her original prom- 
ise so long as Mr. Maokozio was power. 



We cannot but hopo that Lord Dnfforin's 
frank explanation, while leaving tho 
capital charges untouched, while help to 
scatter somen minor accusations. His 
defence, so far as it goes— and it does not 
go far— in substance is that Canada could 
not accomplish, in the -ridiculously short 
time first fixed, the vast work projeoted. 
Sanguine calculations, founded upon tho 
trnsient prosperity of tho time and the 
false analogy of what had been dono be- 
tween Now York and Sanfranoisoo, led 
to tho acceptance of terms which wero 
adopted iu total ignorance of tho financial 
and engineering difficulties. As our 
readers arr aware, the controversy entered 
apout two years ago into a now stage, 
under tho guidance of Lord Carnarvon. 
Various terms in tho original compact 
were altered, and it was agreed that 
Canada should havo sixteen years, 
dating from 187-t, wherein to 
complete tho vast work. Now, Lord Duf- 
ferin assures us— and it is perhaps tho 
point of chief importance in his speech— 
that there is every reason to boliove that 
the Canadian Government tried loyally 
to carry out this substituted agreement, 
and that, far from exhibiting any aDti- 
patby to the whole project, Mr. Mackenzie 
had strained every nerve to fulfil it with 
despatch. Ho introduced a Bill for tho 
purpose; lie procured tho assistance of 
his reluctant supporters iu tho Houso of 
Commons; and if it was lost in tho Senate 
that was not owing, ns had bntsn repre- 
sented, to treachery or surreptitious con- 
duct on the part of Mr. Mackenzie, hut to 
the force of oircumstances which he 
could not control. Tho pooplo of British 
Columbia have Lord Dufferin's assurance 
founded on intimate knowledge that Mr. 
Mackenzie acted with sincerity. They 
have also his assurance that if the latter 
had resigned after tho adverse vote of tho 
Senate the Governor-General would 
havo counselled linn in tho circumstances 
of the Dominion Parliament to withdraw 
bis resignation. Such is tho substance of 
Lord Dufferin's apology for tho Domin- 
ion and tho character of his mission. It 
is quite likely that tho peoplo of British 
Columbia may '-•> brought to seo that 
they have a little wronged tho Canadian 
Premier, and that they ought to acknow- 
ledge the Zealand alacrity with which ho 
has carried out the survoy of tho line. 
They may have been led to see that, in 
tho circumstances of tho case, his re- 
maining in office after tho failure of the 
Railway bill was not proof of llngrunt 
treachery. But, after all, L )rd Dnfforin's 
apology goes only skin deep. Lord Duf- 
ferin dwelt upon tho difficulties inherent 
in the original scheme, and quoted in de- 
fence of the Dominion the legal maxim 
" Nemotenetur ad impossible." But what is 
the propriety of this adage when wo have 
his own statement that the calculated ex- 
penses of the construction of the lino, 
prove, upon an accuracto survey, to be 
much less than wero anticipated? And 
did any one ever believe the impossibility 
to bo much more than the reluctance of 
tho Eastern Proviuces to bear the expen- 
ses of work from which they saw no clear 
prospect of gain ? At all events, any de- 
fence of this sort has no application to the 
failure of Conada to fulfil her substituted 
promise to complete tho Esquimalt and 
Nanaimo railway. It is impossible not to 
feel the difficulties of the question. When 
tho colonists draw up a declaration to the 
effect that "her Majesty be requested to 
grant them permission to secede from tho 
Union, or that Lord Carnarvon's forms be 
carried out in their entirety," tLe Colonial 
Office cannot be expected to hasten to act 
upon it with light heart. Our colonists 
in Victoria must not hope that we can 
treat secession or tho prospect of a ferious 
difference between tbo Imperial Govern- 
ment of the Dominion as a matter of small 
consequence. Still it is to bo regretted 
that tbo representative of the Crown, 
speaking at Government House, Victoria, 
should havo mingled with much that was 
alike kindly and wise a virtual adoption 
of some indifferent pleas iu defence of 
theconductof the Dominion. The Home 
Government is not bound to espouse every 
just claim of course; but wo need not try 
to excuse non-intervention in favour o"f 
the right by a little clever sophistry, 
calculated to confuse the merits of the 
question. Mr. Mackenzie's Government 
have betrayed their sense of tho responsi-

On Lightning crook the Elovon of Eng- 
land claim has suspended operations un- 
til next spring. There is nothing fresh 
to report from other claims. The wagon- 
road from Alkali Lake to Kolly's ranch, 
Clinton Valloy, will bo completed in 
about two weeks and is stated to bo well 
oonstruoted. In Kamloops district, Lil- 
looot, Okanagon and especially Spillama- 
ohoen orops havo boon oxcollont. Tho 
wagon-road from tho head of Okanagon 
Lake to Mission Valloy is finished aud re- 
garded by tho settlors as a groat boon, af- 
fording thorn a fucilo outlet for produce 
and stock. In Nicola Valloy stock is do- 
ing woll and the bull toams which 
iu°former years have wintered at Sumass 
will winter in this fortilo section of tho 
country. On Sunday last two inches of 
snow fell there aud tho glass indicated 
two degrees below zero. At Clinton it 
was 2G degrops below zoro and a slight 
fall of snow oxtendod as far as Sponco's 
bridge. A. Coutloo aud T. Woodward 
with two bunds of fine beof cattlo for this 
city aro on tho way from Nicola Valloy. 
These bauds will bo tho last shipped this 
eoason. Ico had formed iu Nicola River, 
hut it was expected it would rapidly thaw 
out. Fraser rivor is falling very rapidly 
and tho stoamor from New Westminster 
to Yalo may be compolled to haul off at 
any momont. Tho trunk and branch 
roadB are in splendid condition— bettor 
than over before Freight is eoarce. 
Tho last ratos charged were from Yalo to 
Savona's Ferry 3 to 4 cents per pound, 
to Soda Creek 7\\ cents. Most of the 
farmers aro busily engaged ploughing 
and noarly all aro supplied with feed ou 
which to winter their stock.

EASTERN STATES. 

New York, Nov. 17.— Tho Times' New 
Orleans special says nothing of import- 
ance has occurred to-day. A letter open- 
ed by the Returning officers was a threat- 
ening one; the post mark this date, and 
addressed to J.Madison Wells aud Board. 
The letter read as follows: "Sin— Resol 7- 
od, that wo tako upon ourselves tho duty 
of redeeming Louisiana, our mother State, 
from the thieves aud parasites now prey- 
ing upon her prostrate, bleeding body. 
Wo have appealed to our Northern breth- 
ren in vain; wo now propose to act in her 
behalf and teach her robbers and despoil- 
ors such lessons as tho world novor saw, 
and warn you, dishor.est tricksters that 
you are, and your companions in sin, tho 
bastard Kenner, tho negro, tho thiof Cas- 
anaira, and the unscrupulous villiau An- 
derson that if you swindle us again your 
lives will pay the forfeit. Listen, villians; 
wo are armed, organized and sworn to do 
our duty. Braggart Sheridan and his 
emissaries cannot save you or tho corrupt 
men at your back. Our attack will bo 
sudden and decisive. Wo will do our 
work and disappear before tho hordes of 
that despot Grant can protoct you. You 
are now warned, beware! — United Bro- 
therhood of Louisiana."
